W a s h in g to n , June 18.-—The return 
of General Miles to Washington, from 
Tampa, had an inspiring effect upon 
the war preparations yesterday.

Shafter at Santiago w ill leave within 
the next few days, as has been reported. 
The necessity of sending these addi­ 
ta mal forces is questioned by high mili­ 
tary officials, and moreover the means 
of transporting such a force are not 
available. 
The main consideration just 
at present is the equipment of the ex­ 
pedition of greater dimensions than any 
heretofore discussed with Porto Rico as 
the objective point. 
A month ago the fnilitary authorities 
were satisfied that $ small force would 
be sufficient to occupy Porto Rico, as 
the Spanish force there did not exceed 
5,000 or 6,000 men. 
Now, however, the 
Spanish garrisons have been so rein­ 
forced and the defenses strengthened 
that it is believed a much larger inva­ 
sion army w ill be required. 
Moreover, 
the officials were satisfied on learning 
yesterday that the Cadiz fleet had sailed 
that the ships would go to Porto Rico 
rather than to Cuba, if they crossed to 
this side. 
It was pointed out that this 
move would ;be the natural strategic 
one for the Spanish commanders to 
take, as there was still something left 
for them to save in Porto Rico. 
General Miles would speak only in 
the most general way as to the prospec­ 
tive army movements. 
When asked as 
to the recent reports that large bodies 
of troops were about to be concentrated 
at Florida points with a view to starting 
further armies of invasion to Cuba, 
Porto Rico and elsewhere he said: 
“The military campaign is proceed­ 
ing steadily toward its complete execu­ 
tion. 
The sending of one expedition or 
another is but a detail, a single part, of 
a general plan of campaign. 
Of course, 
it is more or less right to say that troops 
are about to be forwarded, and that ex­ 
peditions w ill be equipped aud sent. 
That almost goes without saying, for 
when we entered upon war, an aggres­ 
sive campaign formulated and approved, 
which contemplated the sending of ex­ 
peditions and their co-operation toward 
the successful prosecution of the war. 
Just when these expeditions will move, 
and how many men will accompany 
them, it is not desirable to say now, but 
it is enough to state that the campaign 
now entered upon is to be prosecuted 
with the utmost vigor until the end of 
the war.” 
General Miles further said in part: 
“Having spent some time with the 
troops, during a trying period of bur­ 
ned preparations, I am glad to say that 
they are a splendid body of meu, which 
the country may well be proud of. 
As 
to the regulars, they are the finest corps 
in the world, withont any exception, in 
physical 
development, efficiency, ex­ 
perience, 
discipline, 
marksmanship, 
equipment and all that goes to make up 
first-class soldiers. 
Of course the vol­ 
unteer army is not as well equipped. 
£ome of the states sent men into the 
field in very good condition, notably 
Massachusetts and New York. 
Others 
sent their quotas withont arms, equip­ 
ment or clothing. 
They were not sol­ 
diers at all, only employed men. 
It 
takes time to make soldiers of this ma­ 
terial. 
‘‘There must be uniforms, arms, am­ 
munition, equipment, camp equippage, 
tentage, transportation and hospital sup­ 
plies. Then in addition theyjhave to have 
ordnance, artillery, siege trains, en­ 
trenching tools, horse equipments, en­ 
gineering appliances of all kinds, bal­ 
loon appliances, etc. 
After that comes 
the great question of moving an army 
across the sea, with all the dangers and 
Vicissitudes of an ocean voyage. 
This 
Work, with its infinite details has been

The energy of his 
course is shown by the reports of the 
last few days, for I see that General 
Rabi and his men have taken a strong 
position just west of Santiago de Caba. 
While there were unavoidable delays at 
Tampa, very annoying to myself and 
others, I at least had the consolation of 
knowing that every day enabled the 
Cubans to make their march across the 
country and get positions which would 
be of the greatest value to our troops 
when they landed.” 
General Miles does not apprehend 
any long or serious delay in disembark­ 
ing the troops on Cuban soil. 
The 
transports have a large number of small 
boats to assist in tins work. 
The en­ 
gineer’s corps, has large barges aud a 
pontoon train, by which they can put 
together a floating pier, so that unless 
there is a very rough sea, or the meu 
are compelled to disembark in the surf, 
which is not auriculated, the disem­ 
barkation is expected to proceed rapidly.

W a s h in g t o n , June 18.—The navy de­ 
partment has received the following 
from Admiral Dewey: 
“ C a v it e , June 12, via Hongkong, 
June 17.—There is little change in the 
situation since my telegram of June 3. , 
Insurgents continue hostilities and have 1 
practically surrounded Manila.

have taken 2,500 Spanish prisoners, f 
whom they treat most humanely. They 
do not intend to take the city at the 
present time. 
Twelve merchant vessels 
are anchored in the bay with refugees 
on board under guard of neutral men- 
of-war; this with my permission. 
“The health of the squadron con­ 
tinues excellent. 
The German com­ 
mander-in-chief arrived today. 
Three 
German, two British, one French, one 
Japanese men-of-war now in port. 
An­ 
other German man-of-war is expected. 
The following is a correct list of the 
Spanish vessels captured and destroyed: 
“Destroyed—Two protected cruisers, 
five unprotected cruisers, one transport, 
one serving vessel, both armed. 
“The following were captured: The 
transport Manila and the gunboat Cal­ 
lao.” 
Dewey’8 report of June 12, from Ca­ 
vite, was food for a good deal of discus­ 
sion yesterday at the navy department. 
Taken in connection with the press re­ 
ports it would seem to indicate that 
Manila probably has fallen by this time. 
One phrase used by the admiral that 
“they do not intend to take the city at 
the present time” warrants the belief 
that he has reached a perfect under­ 
standing with the insurgent leader and 
that the town is not to be attacked un­ 
til his own troops arrive. 
For some 
reason it is extremely desirable that 
such should be the case, and that Dewey 
should receive the surrender of the town 
in person, rather than force the Span­ 
iards to surrender to Ili8 insurgents and 
thereby afford a possible pretext for the 
interf erence of some of the European 
powers whose ships are gathering in 
suspiciously large numbers at Manila 
bay. 
M a n il a , June 6, via Hongkong, June 
18.—Spanish power is crumbling in the 
Philippine islands. 
General Pena and 1,000 Spanish sol­ 
diers have surrendered at Santa Cruz. 
Similar surrenders have taken place at 
La Gnna and at Pampang, and in each 
case hardly anybody was killed. 
It is reported that Rear Admiral 
Dewey is unable to restrain the insur­ 
gents, but their conduct is satisfactory. 
There is no necessity for interference, 
as no excesses whatever have been com­ 
mitted. 
This is partly due to the 
merely nominal assistance fnrnisUed 
the insurgents. 
The latter proposed to 
form a republic under Anglo American 
tutelage, and threatened to visit with 
severe penalties the insurgents who 
have become turncoats, especially in the 
case of Paterno, a prominent native pro­ 
tege of the Spaniards. 
The ammunition of the Spaniards is 
utterly untrustworthy because it is old, 
rotten and has never been tested. 
The Spaniards are impotent with 
rage, bewilderment and despair. 
The cafes tonight are crowded with 
officers, with 
their 
hands in their 
pockets, gaping vacantly while an in­ 
termittent fusillade is audible in all 
directions. 
Cartloads of food have been stood in­ 
side the walled citadel with the inten­ 
tion of standing a siege and defying 
the American warships. 
But the idea 
is ridiculously prepostrous, for the cita­ 
del, socalled, is totally untenable against 
the fire of a modern fleet of wairshps. 
M a n ila , June 0, via Hongkong, June 
18.—It is now officially admitted here 
that the lack of food supplies has be­ 
come a serious matter.

The necessity of sending these addi­ 
ta »nal forces is questioned by high mili­ 
tary officials, and moreover the means 
of transporting such a force are not 
available. 
The main consideration just 
at present is the equipment of the ex­ 
pedition of greater dimensions than any 
heretofore discussed with Porto Rico as 
the objective point. 
A month ago the tmlitary authorities 
were satisfied that $ small force would 
be sufficient to occupy Porto Rico, as 
the Spanish force there did not exceed 
5,000 or 6,000 men. Now, however, the 
Spanish garrisons have been so rein­ 
forced and the defenses strengthened 
that it is believed a much larger inva­ 
sion army will be required. Moreover, 
the officials were satisfied on learning 
yesterday that the Cadiz fleet had sailed 
that the ships would go to Porto Rico 
rather than to Cuba, if they crossed to 
this side. 
It was pointed out that this 
move would ;be the natural strategic 
one for the Spanish commanders to 
take, as there was still something left 
for them to save in Porto Rico. 
General Miles would speak only in 
the most general way as to the prospec­ 
tive army movements. 
When asked as 
to the recent reports that large bodies 
of troops were about to be concentrated 
at Florida points with a view to starting 
further armies of invasion to Cuba, 
Porto Rico and elsewhere he said: 
“The m ilitary campaign is proceed­ 
ing steadily toward its complete execu­ 
tion. The sending of one expedition or 
another is but a detail, a single part, of 
a general plan of campaign. Of course, 
it is more or less right to say that troops 
are about to be forwarded, aud that ex­ 
peditions will be equipped aud sent. 
That almost goes without saying, for 
when we entered upon war, an aggres­ 
sive campaign formulated and approved, 
which contemplated the sending of ex­ 
peditions and their co-operation toward 
the successful prosecution of the war. 
Just when these expeditions will move, 
and how many men will accompany 
them, it is not desirable to say now, but 
it is enough to state that the campaign 
now entered upon is to be prosecuted 
with the utmost vigor until the end of 
the w ar.” 
General Miles further said in part: 
“Having spent some time with the 
troops, during a trying period of hur­ 
ried preparations, I am glad to say that 
they are a splendid body of men, which 
the country may well be proud of.

One of these I sent to Banes,with 
the supply of arms, with instructions 
to General Garcia, Raying I wanted 
him to move all his forces to Santiago 
de Cuba. 
He had by that time been 
fully equipped by Captain Dorsi. The 
message to General Garcia wa? sent 
June 2, it reached him .Tune 6. He had 
about 8,000 armed Cubans before he re­ 
ceived the munitions of war by Captain 
Dorst. The supplies sent him will en­ 
able Garcia to adequately equip over 
15.000 Cubans.” 
General Miles was asked for the com­ 
munications between him and Garcia, 
aud, glancing them over, he gave their 
general purport. 
“In my communication to him I 
asked him to move as large a force as 
possible to the vicinity of the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba, and to co-operate 
with our army and navy on their ar­ 
rival, which I hoped would be within a 
few days. 
He was to drive in and har­ 
ass any Spanish troops near Santiago de 
Cuba, threatening aud attacking them 
them at all points and preventing any 
reinforcements 
from reaching 
that 
point. 
Pending the arrival ©f our 
troops, he was to seize any position east 
or west of Santiago de Cuba, or both, 
which could be used to advantage by 
lur artillery. 
“He replied that he woald regard my 
wishes and suggestions as orders, and 
would immediately adopt measures to 
concentrate his forces as indicated. 
“ All his snbordinates are ordered to 
assist in the disembarkation of the 
United States troops, and to place them­ 
selves under orders. 
General Garcia 
said he believed it possible for the artil­ 
lery positions to be taken as I had sug­ 
gested. He sent a force at once to pre­ 
vent aid and reinforcements going to 
Santiago de Cuba. The energy of his 
course is shown by the reports of the 
last few days, for I see that General 
Rabi and his men have taken a strong 
position just west of Santiago de Cuba. 
While there were unavoidable delays at 
Tampa, very annoying to myself and 
others, I at least had the consolation of 
knowing that every day enabled the 
Cubans to make their march across the 
country and get positions which would 
be of the greatest value to our troops 
when they landed.” 
General Miles does not apprehend 
any mug or serious delay in disembark­ 
ing the troops on Cuban soil. 
The 
transports have a large number of small 
boats to assist in this work. The en­ 
gineer’s corps, has large barges and a 
pontoon train, by which they can put 
together a floating pier, so that unless 
there is a very rough sea, or the men 
are compelled to disembark in the surf, 
which is not anticipated, the disem­ 
barkation is expected to proceed rapidly.

W ashington, .lune 18.—The navy de­ 
partment has received the following 
from Admiral Dewey: 
“ Cavite, June 12, via Hongkong, 
June 17.—There is little change iii the 
situation since my telegram of Juno 3. 
Insurgents continue hostilities aud have ' 
practically surrounded Manila. They 
have taken 2,500 Spanish prisoners, 
whom they treat most humanely. They 
do not intend to take the city at the 
present time. Twelve merchant vessels 
are anchored in the bay with refugees 
on board under guard of neutral men- 
of-war; this with my permission. 
“The health of the squadron con­ 
tinues excellent. 
The German coin- 
mauder-iu-cliief arrived today. Three 
German, two British, one French, one 
Japanese men-of-war now in port. An­ 
other German man-of-war is expected. 
The following is a correct list of the 
Spanish vessels captured and destroyed: 
“Destroyed—Two protected cruisers, 
five unprotected cruisers, one transport, 
one serving vessel, both armed. 
“The following were captured: The 
transport Manila and the gunboat Cal­ 
lao.” 
Dewey’s report of June 12, from Ca­ 
vite, was food for a good deal of discus­ 
sion yesterday at the navy department. 
Taken in connection with the press re­ 
ports it would seem to indicate that 
Manila probably has fallen by this time. 
One phrase used by the admiral that 
“ they do not intend to take the city at 
the present time” warrants the belief 
that he has reached a perfect under­ 
standing with the insurgent leader and 
that the town is not to be attacked un­ 
til his own troops arrive. For some 
reason it is extremely desirable that 
such should be the case, and that Dewey 
should receive the surrender of the town 
in person, rather than force the Span­ 
iards to surrender to the insurgents and 
thereby afford a possible pretext for the 
interference of some of the European 
powers whose ships are gathering in 
suspiciously large numbers at Manila 
bay. 
M anila, June 6, via Hongkong, June 
IS.—Spanish power is crumbling in the 
Philippine islands. 
General Pena and 1,000 Spanish sol­ 
diers have surrendered at Santa Cruz. 
Similar surrenders have taken place at 
La Guna and at Pampang, and in each 
case hardly anybody was killed. 
It is reported that Rear Admiral 
Dewey is unable to restrain the insur­ 
gents, but their conduct is satisfactory. 
There is no necessity for interference, 
as no excesses whatever have been com­ 
mitted. 
This is partly due to the 
merely nominal assistance furnished 
the insurgents. 
The latter proposed to 
form a republic under Anglo American 
tutelage, and threatened to visit with 
severe penalties the insurgents who 
have become turncoats, especially in the 
case of Paterno, a prominent native pro­ 
tege of the Spaniards. 
The ammunition of the Spaniards is 
utterly untrustworthy because it is old, 
rotten and has never been tested. 
The Spaniards are impotent with 
rage, bewilderment and despair. 
The cafes tonight are crowded with 
officers, with 
their 
hands in their 
pockets, gaping vacantly while an in­ 
term ittent fusillade is audible in all 
directions. 
Cartloads of food have been stood in­ 
side the walled citadel with the inten­ 
tion of standing a siege and defying 
the American warships. But the idea 
is ridiculously prepostrous, for the cita­ 
del, socalled, is totally untenable against 
the fire of a modern fleet of wairshps. 
M a n ila , June 5, via Hongkong, June 
18.—It is now officially admitted here 
that the lack of food supplies has be­ 
come a serious matter. Gunboats con­ 
veying volunteers, sent into the lagoon 
to search for food for the city on Fri­ 
day, June 3, returned here Sunday, and 
reported the total failure of their mis­ 
sion. 
Later—It has now been officially ad­ 
mitted that the troops have been about 
36 hours without food. 
The insurgents 
are gaining everywhere and are now’ 
firing into Manila itself. 
Whole companies of Spaniards have 
had nothing to eat for two days and 
some of them are literally crying.

HEROIC LIFE SAVERS.

Uncle Sam has established a new 
kind of school in the government build­ 
ing in Chicago. 
Railway postal clerks 
are taught how to deliver and receive j 
mail w ith a new machine while the 
train is cutting the air at the rate of 60 j 
miles in 65 minutes. 
All the western roads are abont to 
equip their lines w ith the machinery, 
and it was thought best by Captain 
Troy to prepare his men for the emer­ 
gency, so that all of them may be able 
to handle the new machinery without 
any possible bitch. W ith that object in 
view one of the machines has been set 
up in the railway mail service head­ 
quarters. Phil Coates, who has charge 
of all the Burlington lines, has been in­ 
stalled as instructor, and he bas a class 
of the boys every day. No clerk will be 
allowed to bandle the contrivance until 
he has taken bis degree in Chief Clerk 
Coates’ school. 
By the new method a sack or a num ­ 
ber of sacks are exohanged at exactly 
the same instant, no m atter at what 
speed the traiD is running. The sacks 
from the car are caught by a hook at­ 
tached to a crane erected near the sta­ 
tion. On this crane the mail to be taken 
on the train has been suspended, and as 
the train whizzes past a hook on the 
side of the car seizes the oncoming grist 
aud the crane hook takes off the outgo­ 
ing sacks. 
The action is so quick that 
it is impossible for a person standing 
near the track to tell which sack is 
taken first. 
Heretofore the train mail catcher has 
taken a sack from the crane only. 
The 
offgoing sack simply is fired off on the 
right of way. 
The m ail sack—called a 
catcher pouch—has been taken by the 
center of the sack, which has been 
found to be very injurious to the sacks. 
By the new method two large iron rings 
are used. These rings are an inch thick, 
15 inches in diameter and weigh eight 
pounds each. 
To one of these rings, 
which is provided w ith a stout manilla 
rope permanently fastened at one end 
to the ring, the other end equipped with 
a sister hook, the sack or sacks are 
roped. 
Another ring w ith sacks attached 
hangs on the crane. When this is reach­ 
ed, the exchange is made, the hooks or 
catchers taking hold of the rings. 
The 
man in the car keeps watch and swings 
the car catcher outward, after the old 
fashion. 
The hook on the crane is at­ 
tached to an arm which swings in a 
collar around the crane stock. 
As it 
takes the ring it swings around and is 
buffed by a chain bolding a heavy 
weight. 
The sack is not released and 
does not touch the ground. 
It holds to 
the sack until the m ail messenger comes 
along and carries it to the postoffice. 
The clerk in the car swings the mail 
which he has taken into the oar with a 
slight tw ist of the wrist. The machine 
contemplates an exchange in each ac­ 
tion. 
If a clerk has no sack to deliver, 
he must hang a ring on the car hook in 
case there is mail to be taken on. 


i n E n tire C rew , W ith O ne E xception, 
L ost In en A tte m p te d R escue. 
In the series of ‘‘Heroes of Peace” 
there is an article in The Century on 
“ Heroes of the Life Saving Service,” 
by Gustav Kobbe. 
Mr. Kobbe says: 
District Superintendent Jerome G. 
Kiah, w ith headquarters at Sand Beach, 
Mich., is one of the heroes of the life 
saving service. He holds the gold medal, 
the highest award the United States 
government can bestow for heroism in 
saving life. His name is associated with 
what was both one of the most daring 
Attempts at rescue and one of the great­ 
est tragedies of the service—a tragedy 
which w iped out an entire crew with 
the exception of this sole survivor. 
Mr. Kiah was at the time keeper of 
the Point aux Barques life saving sta­ 
tion on Lake Huron. 
A vessel struck 
too far out to be reached w ith the shot 
and line. The peril of attem pting a res­ 
cue with the surfboat was only too ap­ 
parent, but Keeper Kiah mustered his 
men and made the launch. 
For awhile 
their strength and skill enabled them 
to surmount or push through the tu ­ 
multuous seas, but, once in the open 
lake beyond the shoals, where the storm 
was free to riot at will, the real danger 
began. 
It was a test beyond human 
powers. 
The keeper remembers that 
twice the boat capsized and wras righted. 
After that be has a vague recollection 
of the boat capsizing and righting her­ 
self several times, and of the crew 
clinging to it until, one by one, the 
surfmen, perishing of cold, let go their 
hold and vanished beneath the waves. 
He has a dim remembrance of the boat, 
with himself clinging to it, grating 
over the shoal, and then being flung up 
on shore. 
He was found by two men, standing, 
w ith one band on the root of a fallen 
tree, steadying himself w ith a lath in 
the other and swaying as if walking, 
but not stirring bis feet—a dazed, tot­ 
tering wreck of bis former self, mur­ 
muring in an incoherent w ay: 
“ Poor boys I Poor boys I They are all 
gone—all gone!” Temporarily shatter­ 
ed in mind and body, he was obliged to 
resign from the service. He was long in 
recovering, but finally it was possible 
practically to reward his bravery with 
the appointment to his present position. 


THE AMERICAN STATURE. 


T h e Loss o f a n In c h In H e ig h t M ig h t

In a paper read by Major Henry S. 
Kilbourne, surgeon United States army, 
before the Association of M ilitary Sur­ 
geons of the United States, he advocated 
the theory that the physical power of a 
race or people—and consequently their 
capacity for work—is measured by their 
average stature.

treme breathing capacity is increased 
eight cubic inches, the vital capacity 
being at its maximum at 35 years.

table of measurements of 190,621 native 
w hite Americans, accepted for the m ili­ 
tary service of the United States, shows 
that the number of men below 63 inches 
in height is but little greater than that 
of the class above 73 inches. The most 
numerous class is included between 67 
and 69 inches, and this standard class 
would have a greater chest girth than 
the average.

if, on the other hand, the postmaster 
has no dispatch, but awaits a mail, he 
must deliver a ring to the messenger, 
who hangs it on the crane. 
The new machine has been adopted 
by the postal department only after two 
years of experimenting. It is the result 
of a determination to avoid the damage 
and danger in throwing sacks to the 
ground. Mails were repeatedly cut into 
indistinguishable masses and on several 
occasions a whole train was derailed 
from causes incident to mail delivery. 
A tie sack of papers rolling under the 
wheels will derail the car eight times 
out of ten. Only recently a sack of 
heavy m ail was thrown against a switch 
stand, which, being frosted, snapped 
off. 
The rails were released in conse­ 
quence, and the whole train wras thrown 
off. 
The Burlington, Chicago and Alton, 
Northwestern, Milwaukee and Pennsyl­ 
vania roads are equipping their lines 
with the new device. A machine costs 
about $15. 
The expense incurred is 
heavy, owing to the fact that there are 
so many stations at whioh the fast mails 
do not stop, and cranes must be erected 
every few miles. 
The inventor olaims 
to have made all kinds of experiments 
w ith the catcher. 
At one time, while 
out on the line w ith a party of railroad 
and government officials, he crowded a 
big tom oat into a catcher sack and 
hung it on the hook. The engineer was 
given the tip and opened the throttle. 
The ring was snatched off w ith a ter­ 
rific clang and Tom was thrown against 
the buffer chain as if fired from a cata­ 
pult. Tom, however, had the nine lives 
of his kind. Badly soared, he threaten­ 
ed to claw his way out, but was bung 
up for another bout w ith the machine. 
He was taken aboard with a jerk that 
would kill any other animal, but when 
released he showed no sign of bodily in­ 
jury and scampered away in a manner 
which indicated he was worth a dozen 
dead felines. The machine w ill take and 
deliver from 80 to IOO pounds of mail 
m atter, which seems to meet all the re­ 
quirements cf the average catcher sta­ 
tion.—Chicago Post.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


T opic F o r th e W eek B eg in n in g J a n e IO* 
C om m ent by R ev. S. H . D oyle. 
Topic.—True friendship.—Prov. xviii, 24; 
Mark v, 15-19; John xv, 12-15. 
Nothing is more desirable in this life 
than true friends, those who will com­ 
fort us in the hour of trouble, assist us 
in the hour of need, stand'by us in the 
hour of trial, look charitably upon our 
weaknesses and frailties and appreciate 
that which is best and truest^* us. 
Some characteristics of true friend­ 
ship are suggested by the topical refer­ 
ences. 
1. True friendship is born of true 
friendliness. “ A man that hath friends 
must show himself friendly” (Prov. 
xviii, 24). Love begets love, kindness 
begets kindness and friendship begets 
friendship. 
It is impossible to have 
friends aud not be friendly. If we feel 
lonely sometimes aud the need of fel­ 
lowship and association with others aud 
have it not and wonder why others have 
such a host of friends, let us examine 
our own lives and see if we have not 
been unfriendly ourselves. 
2. True friendship manifests itself 
in the hour of need. “ A friend iii need 
is a friend indeed.” “ There is a friend 
that sticketh closer than a brother,” 
says the wise man. 
We apply these 
words to Christ. Solomon did not. He 
had learned from experience perhaps, or 
from observation, that men had some­ 
times found friends who were more con­ 
stant aud more faithful than brothers. 
This is a common human experience. In 
the darkest hours of life, in the hours 
of greatest need, friends not bound to 
us by the ties of blood are often more 
faithful to us than those who are. 
The 
supreme test of friendship is the hour 
of need, and it has not been infrequent 
that friendship bas often stood the test 
of need better than relationship. In the 
hour of need we should be true and con­ 
stant to both brother and friend. Our 
sympathy aud our aid should be at the 
call of all who have either claim upon 
us. The greatest need of our friends is 
their spiritual need. If we have receiv­ 
ed healing for our sins in Christ and 
our friends have not, we should tell 
them of the Christ who is able to heal 
all men. Christ said to the man out of 
whom He had cast a devil, “ Go home 
to thy friends, and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee aud 
hath had compassion on thee.” So we 
should tell our friends w hat Christ has 
done for us, that they may be led to 
desire His friendship. 
3. The truest friendship is divine 
friendship—the friendship of Christ. 
He is indeed the “ friend that sticketh 
closer than a brother.” He has stood 
His own test of ideal friendship that a 
man lay down his life for his friends. 
Christ as a friend has power to help us 
in time of need. He understands us as 
uo one else does or can, aud is therefore 
able to help us as no one else. He never 
will disappoint us. 
He is always near 
and ready to help us. His friendship is 
intelligent, disinterested and constant. 
Can we do without it? To have it we 
must be His friends, and to be His 
friends we must obey Him. “ Ye are My 
friends if ye do whatsoever I com­ 
mand you. ” W ill you do it?

Cran©* and H ooks Are Used — R ailw ays 
W ill P lace Them 
at 
Sm all 
Stations. 
Postal C lerks T aught H ow H e y Are 
O perated —M achine Costs A bout VIS. 


Uncle Sam has established a new 
kind of school in the governm ent build­ 
ing in Chicago. 
Railw ay postal clerks 
are taught how to deliver and receive 
m ail w ith a new m achine w hile the 
train is cutting the air at the rate of 60 
m iles in 65 m inutes. 
All the w estern roads are about to 
equip their lines w ith the m achinery, 
aud it was thought best by Captain 
Troy to prepare his men for tho em er­ 
gency, so th at all of them may be able 
to handle the new m achinery w ithout 
any possible hitch. W ith th at object in 
view one of the m achines has been set 
up in the railw ay m ail service head­ 
quarters. 
P h il Coates, who has charge 
of all the B urlington lines, has bien in- 1 
stalled as instructor, and he has a class 
of tho boys every day. No clerk w ill be 
allowed to handle the contrivance until 
he has taken his degree in Chief Clerk 
Coates’ school. 
By the new method a saok or a num ­ 
ber of sacks are exchanged at exactly 
the same instant, no m atter at w hat 
speed the train is running. 
The sacks 
truin the car are caught by a hook a t­ 
tached to a crane erected near the sta­ 
tion. Un this crane the m ail to be taken 
on the train has been suspended, and as 
the train whizzes past a hook on the 
side of the car seizes the oncoming grist 
and the crane hook takes off the outgo­ 
ing sacks. 
The action is so quick th at 
it is impossible for a person standing 
near the track to tell w hich sack is 
taken first. 
Heretofore the train m ail oatcher has 
taken a sack from the crane only. 
The 
offgoing sack sim ply is fired off on the 
right of way. 
The m ail saok—called a 
catcher pouch— has been taken by the 
center of the sack, which has been 
found to be very injurious to the sacks. 
By the new m ethod two large iron rings 
are used. These rings are an inch thick, 
15 inches in diam eter and weigh eight 
pounds each. 
To one of these rings, 
which is provided w ith a stout m anilla 
rope perm anently fastened at one end 
to the ring, the other end equipped w ith 
a sister hook, the sack or sacks are 
roped. 
Another ring w ith sacks attached 
bangs on the crane. When this is reach­ 
ed, the exchange is made, the hooks or 
catchers taking hold of the rings. 
The 
man in the car keeps watch and swings 
the car catcher outward, after the old 
fashion. 
The hook on the crane is a t­ 
tached to an an n which swings in a 
collar arouud the crane stock. 
As it 
takes the ring it swings around and is 
buffed by a chain holding a heavy 
weight. 
The sack is not released and 
does not touch the ground. 
It holds to 
the sack u n til the m ail messenger comes 
along and carries it to the postoffice. 
The clerk in the car swings the m ail 
which he has taken into the car w ith a 
slight tw ist of the w rist. The m achine 
contem plates an exchange in each ac­ 
tion. 
If a clerk has no sack to deliver, 
he m ust hang a ring on the car hook in 
case there is m ail to be taken on. 
And 
if, on the other hand, the postm aster 
bas no dispatch, but aw aits a m ail, he 
m ust deliver a ring to the messenger, 
who hangs it on the crane. 
The new m achine has been adopted 
by the postal departm ent only after two 
years of experim enting. It is the result 
of a determ ination to avoid the damage 
and danger in throw ing sacks to the 
ground. M ails were repeatedly cut into 
indistinguishable masses and on several 
occasions a whole train was derailed 
from causes incident to m ail delivery. 
A tie sack of papers rolling under the 
wheels w ill derail the car eight tim es 
oat of ten. 
Only recently a sack of 
heavy m ail was throw n against a sw itch 
stand, whiob, being frosted, snapped 
off. 
The rails were released in conse­ 
quence, and the whole train was throw n 
off. 
The B urlington, Chicago and Alton, 
Northwestern, M ilwaukee and Pennsyl­ 
vania roads are equipping their lines 
w ith the new device. 
A machine costs 
about $15. 
The expense incurred is 
heavy, owiug to the fact th at there are 
so m any stations at which the fast m ails 
do not stop, and cranes m ust be erected 
every few miles. 
The inventor claim s 
to have made all kinds of experim ents 
w ith the catcher. 
A t one tim e, w hile 
out on the line w ith a party of railroad 
and governm ent officials, he crowded a 
big tom oat into a catcher saok and 
hung it on the hook. The engineer was 
given the tip aud opened the throttle. 
The ring was snatched off w ith a ter­ 
rific clang and Tom was throw n against 
the buffer chain as if fired from a cata­ 
pult. Tom, however, had the nine lives 
of his kind. Badly scared, he threaten­ 
ed to claw his way out, but was hung 
up for another bout w ith the machine. 
He was taken aboard w ith a jerk th at 
would kill any other anim al, but when 
released he showed no sign of bodily in ­ 
jury and scampered away in a m anner 
which indicated he was worth a dozen 
dead felines. The machine w ill take and 
deliver from 80 to IOO pounds of m ail 
m atter, which seems to meet all the re­ 
quirem ents cf the average catcher sta­ 
tion.—Chicago Post. 


An E ntire Crew, W ith One Exception, 
Cost In an A ttem pted R escue. 
In the series of ‘‘Heroes of Peace” 
there is an article in Tile Century on 
“ Heroes of the Life Saving Service,” 
by Gustav Kobbe. 
Mr. Kobbe says: 
D istrict Superintendent Jerom e G. 
Kiah, w ith headquarters at Sand Beach, 
Mich., \s cue of the heroes of tho life 
I saving service. He holds the gold medal, 
the highest award the United States 
government can bestow for heroism iii 
saving life. His name is associated w ith 
what was both one of the most daring 
Attempts at rescue aud one of the great­ 
est tragedies of the service— a tragedy 
which wiped out an entire crew w ith 
the exception of this sole survivor. 
Mr. Kiah was at the tim e keeper of 
the Point aux Barques life saving sta­ 
tion on Lake Huron. 
A vessel struck 
too far out to be reached With tho shot 
and line. The peril of attem pting a res­ 
cue w ith the surfboat was only too ap­ 
parent, but Keeper K iah m ustered his 
men and made the launch. 
For aw hile 
their strength and skill enabled them 
to surm ount or push through the tu ­ 
m ultuous seas, but, once in tho open 
lake beyond the shoals, where the storm 
was free to riot at w ill, the real danger 
began. 
It was a test beyond hum an 
powers. 
The keeper remembers that 
twice the boat capsized and was righted. 
After that he has a vague recollection 
of the boat capsizing and righting her­ 
self several times, and of the crew 
clinging to it until, one by one, the 
snrfmen, perishing of cold, let go their 
hold and vanished beneath the waves. 
He has a dim rem embrance of the boat, 
w ith him self clinging to it, grating 
over the shoal, and then being dung np 
on shore. 
He was found by tw o men, standing, 
w ith one band on the root of a fallen 
tree, steadying him self w ith a lath in 
the other and swaying as if walking, 
but not stirring bis feet—a dazed, tot­ 
tering wreck of his form er self, m ur­ 
m uring in an inooberent w ay : 
‘‘Poor boy81 Poor boys! They are all 
gone— all gone I” Tem porarily shatter­ 
ed in m ind and body, he was obliged to 
resign from the service He was long in 
recovering, but finally it was possible 
practically to rew ard his bravery w ith 
the appointm ent to his present position. 


THE AMERICAN STATURE. 


T he Loss o f an Inch In H eight M ight 
B ring Serious Consequences. 
In a paper read by M ajor Henry S. 
Kilbourne, surgeon U nited States army, 
before the Association of M ilitary S ur­ 
geons of the United States, he advocated 
the theory th at the physical power of a 
race or people—and consequently their 
capacity for work— is measured by their 
average stature. 
For every inch of 
height between five and six feet the ex­ 
trem e breathing capacity is increased 
eight cubic inches, the vital capacity 
being at its maximum at 85 years. 
A 
table of m easurem ents of 190,621 native 
w hite Americans, accepted for the m ili­ 
tary service of the U nited States, shows 
th at the num ber of men below 68 inches 
in height is but little greater than th at 
of the class above 73 inches. 
The most 
num erous class is included between 67 
and 69 inches, and this standard class 
I would have a greater chest girth than 
I the average. 
The mean height of 125 
| U nited States naval cadets above the 
age of 23 years was 67.80 inches. 
As 
these men are draw n from all parts and 
classes of the United States they repre­ 
sent very nearly the typical physical 
development of the American people of 
25 years of age. 
M ajor K ilbourne cond odes th at the 
com m ingling strains of Celtio, Danish, 
Norwegian and Germ an blood among 
our people have thus far worked no de­ 
terioration of physical quality. ‘‘N ot so 
w ith the 
sw arthy, low browed and 
stunted people now sw arm ing to our 
shores. 
Absorbed into the body of the 
people, these m ultitudes m ust irretriev­ 
ably evolve an inferiority of type. 
To 
realize the result of such a contingency 
let it be considered that the loss of an 
inch in stature m ight bring in its train 
the loss of national ascendency. 
Let us 
take care, then, th at the state shall 
suffer no injury. ” — Boston Transcript.

T o p ic F o r t h e W eek B eginning Ju n e 19. 
Com m ent by Rev. S. II. D oyle. 
Topic.—True friendship.—Prov. xviii, 24; 
Mark v. 16-19; John xv, 12-15. 
N othing is more desirable in this life 
than true friends, those who w ill com­ 
fort us in the hour of trouble, assist us 
in the hour of need, stand by us in the 
hour of trial, look charitably upju our 
weaknesses and frailties and appreciate 
that which is best and t r u e s t us. 
Borne characteristics of true friend­ 
ship are suggested by the topical refer­ 
ences. 
1. True friendship is born of true 
friendliness. “ A man th at hath friends 
must show him self friendly” (Prov. 
xviii, 24). 
Love begets love, kindness 
begets kindness aud friendship begets 
friendship. 
It is impossible to have 
friends aud not be friendly. 
If we feel 
lonely sonic tim es and the need of fel­ 
lowship and association w ith others aud 
have it not and wonder why others have 
such a host of friends, let us examine 
our own lives and see if we have not 
been unfriendly ourselves. 
2. True friendship m anifests itself 
in the hour of need. “ A friend iii need 
is a friend indeed.” ‘‘There is a friend 
th at sticketh closer than a brother, 
says the wise man. 
W e apply these 
words to Christ. Solomon did not. He 
had learned from experience perhaps, or 
from observation, th at men had some­ 
times found friends who were more con­ 
stant and more faithful than brothers. 
This is a common hum an experience. In 
the darkest hours of life, in the hours 
of greatest need, friends not bound to 
us by the ties of blood are often more 
faithful to us than those w'ho are. 
The 
supreme test of friendship is the hour 
of need, and it has not been infrequent 
that friendship has often stood the test 
of need better than relationship. In the 
hour of need we should be true and con­ 
stant to both brother and friend. 
Our 
sym pathy and our aid should be at the 
call of all who have either claim upon 
us. The greatest need of our friends is 
their spiritual need. If we have receiv­ 
ed healing for our sins in C hrist and 
our friends have not, we should tell 
them of tho C hrist who is able to heal 
all men. 
C hrist said to the m an out of 
whom He had cast a devil, “ Go home 
to thy friends, and tell them how great 
things the Lord hath done for thee and 
hath had compassion on th ee.” 
So we 
should tell our friends w hat C hrist has 
done for us, th at they m ay be led to 
desire His friendship. 
3. The truest friendship is divine 
friendship— the friendship of Christ. 
He is indeed the “ friend th at sticketh 
closer than a brother.” 
He has stood 
His own test of ideal friendship th at a 
man lay down his life for his friends. 
C hrist as a friend has power to help us 
in tim e of need. He understands us as 
uo one else does or can, and is therefore 
able to help us as no one else. He never 
w ill disappoint us. 
He is alw ays near 
and ready to help us. His friendship is 
intelligent, disinterested and constant. 
Can we do w ithout it? To have it we 
m ust be H is friends, and to be His 
friends we m ust obey Him . “ Ye are My 
friends if ye do whatsoever I com ­ 
mand you. ” W ill you do it?

H olders W ho May Fight. 
The prospects of war have caused 
many inquiries to be made of insurauoe 
companies as to the action which the 
companies would take on the policies of 
those who might have to go to the front. 
A Washington insurauoe agent, who is 
well informed as to the status of the 
question, said: 
“ The life insurance companies in the 
country are considering the course they 
would adopt toward their policy hold­ 
ers in the event of war. The principal 
danger involved is from epidemics aud 
deaths from fevers and other climatic 
causes. The policies of most companies 
prohibit travel aud residence in locali­ 
ties where epidemics are prevailing, as 
in the West Indies at certain seasons of 
the year. 
This restriction has been 
found necessary on account of the great 
mortality in those localities. It must 
be borne in mind that consideration 
must be given to those persons who re­ 
main at home and who have maintained 
insurance for the protection of their 
families, the oost of which ought not to 
be increased, nor should the solvency of 
the companies be jeopardized on ac­ 
count of the assumption of special haz­ 
ards. 
“ The officers of the army and navy 
who are insured hold policies in which 
their military occupation is recognized, 
and permits for travel, residence and 
war service are given upon terms speci­ 
fied in the policy. If the organized na­ 
tional guard of the states should be or­ 
dered into service, the conservative in­ 
surance companies would probably pot 
them upon the same footing as the 
members of the regular army. The case 
would probably be otherwise with per­ 
sons who might enlist for war service 
and whose motive for taking out insur­ 
an ce would be the extra hazards to 
which they would be exposed during 
The w ar. " -S t.

Lost In a VI ii.lvrneM , He Had to Abandon 


His Horse and For F orty-eigh t Hours 
Carried on a C ontest W ith H is Life as 
th e Stake. 


The following is a true wolf story 
written from data furnished by Dr. 
Thornton of Lewisburg, Pa., whose fa­ 
ther figures as the hero: 
“ About the year 1845 wolves were 
abundant in Tomhickou valley, between 
Catawissa aud Hazleton. 
When tbs 
Catawissa railroad, a p#rt of the Phil­ 
adelphia and Heading, was being built 
Dr. Thomas A. H. Thornton, a practic­ 
ing physician, one ccid autumn night 
was called out of bed to visit a patient 
about 20 miles from his home. At that 
time there were no rngular roads as we 
now have. In their place the traveler 
used narrow paths or trails. Dr. Thorn­ 
ton in his anxiety to reach the bedside 
of the sufferer attempted to make a 
short cut. He lost his way and for a 
week wandered through the wilderness 
aud, having no gun, was obliged to 
subsist on roots and herbs. The doctor 
was on horseback and after wandering 
aimlessly about the pathless forests for 
four or five days got into a large swamp, 
where the horse stepped into a quag­ 
mire, from which his owner was unable 
to extricate him, and the animal had 
to be abandoned, imbedded as be was 
almost to his belly in the soft and boggy 
bed. The doctor removed the saddle 
bags containing his supply of medicine, 
etc., threw them over his shoulders and 
started off. 
“ Several hours after the doctor got 
out of the swamp where he had aban­ 
doned bis horse he was horrified to see 
that he was being followed by a band 
of five or six wolves. At first they kept 
at a respectful distance when stones 
were thrown at them, but finally, as if 
they appreciated the helpless condition 
of their intended victim, and as dark­ 
ness came on, the hungry, bloodthirsty 
band became bolder and bolder. They 
circled around the terrified and jaded 
man and, closing in, started to attack 
him on all sides. One more vicious and 
impulsive than the others made a spring 
at the doctor’s throat, but a well direct­ 
ed blow from a club temporarily dis­ 
abled the animal aud caused his raven­ 
ous companions to discontinue at that 
time their premeditated and combined 
attack. 
“ Thedoctor, by this thrilling episode 
and the frightened condition of the 
wolves, succeeded in going perhaps a 
mile unmolested when, to his great 
horror, he found the whole pack, led by 
the vicious brute he believed he had 
maimed with his club, hot ou his trail. 
The stunning blow administered to the 
leader of the howling band seemed to 
have only intensified the brute’s cour­ 
age and thirst for blood. 
The man, 
weakened by long exposure sud loss of 
food, realized that he would soon be torn 
to pieces if he did not adopt some new 
means of defense. 
“ Fortunately, as the animals began 
closing around him for another on­ 
slaught, he reached a high rock aud 
mounted on its top, where a giant tree 
served to protect bim from falling back­ 
ward. He reached this eminence in time 
to provide himself with some stones and 
two or three good clubs before his pur­ 
suers started to attack him. He stood 
back to the tree, aud as the animals at­ 
tempted to come up he drove them back 
with his primitive weapons. A large 
stone hurled with great force and ac­ 
curacy broke the head of one of the as­ 
sailants, and this gave the doctor a 
breathing spell. 
“ The man, however, realized that he 
must soon quit bis refuge, and, reiuern 
bering that be bad in his saddlebags a 
large bottle full of ammonia, he deter­ 
mined to employ it as a final resort to 
save his life. He quickly removed one 
of his green baize leggings, tied it se 
curely to a stick, and after saturating 
the legging with ammonia he boldly 
started down the rocky promontory to­ 
ward the wolves. The cunning animals, 
apparently aware that he could be more 
easily overpowered on level ground, 
separated, slunk off and permitted bim 
to proceed several hundred yards before 
they renewed the pursuit. They did not, 
however, allow much time to elapse be 
fore they took the trail of the man who 
had thus far so successfully baffled their 
powers. 
“ The doctor stood still aud waited 
until one of the brutes rushed within 
an arm’s length, when be struck him 
iu the face with the cloth saturated 
with ammonia. This reception was a 
most novel aud unique one for the wolf, 
who ran off howling with pain. 
Twt 
more of the baud were slapped acrose 
the mouths with the saturated baize 
aud they also left. After this experieuct 
the wolves followed the doctor till day 
light next morning, when they gave up 
the chase, which they had continued for 
48 hours aud which unquestionably 
would have resulted in a most horrible 
death if it bad not been for the contents 
of the ammonia bottle. 
“ Dr. Thornton succeeded in finding a 
shanty occupied by the men construct­ 
ing the Catawissa railroad, where he 
was carefully cared for, and in the 
course of four or five days was taken to 
bis home, where he was ill for fully a 
mouth. ’’—Philadelphia Record.

tru st, and others are fighting shy of ne­ 
gotiations. 
John W ick, of K ittanning, 
it is said, will fight to the oitter end, 
au d the Ford City com pany will not 
come in.

authority this m orning th a t m atters 
have reached th at point w here it will be 
know n in a m onth w hether the trust 
w ill be a certainty. 
The N ew York 
people are hopeful, and confidently as­ 
sert the trust will be consum m ated.

The following is a true wolf story 
w ritten from data furnished by Dr. 
Thornton of Lewisburg, Pa., whose fa­ 
ther figures as tile hero: 
“ About the year 1845 wolves were 
abundant iii Tomhickou valley, between 
< atawissa and Hazleton. 
When th« 
Catawissa railroad, a p#rt of the Phil- 
ad» Ipbia and Heading, was being built 
Dr. Thomas A. II. Thornton, a practic­ 
ing physician, one cold autum n niyht 
was called out of bed to visit a patient 
about 20 miles from his home. 
At that 
time there were no regular roads as we 
now have. 
In their place the traveler 
used narrow paths or trails. Dr. Thorn­ 
ton in his anxiety to reach the bedside 
of the sufferer attempted to make a 
short cut. 
He lost his way and for a 
week wandered through the wilderness 
aud, having no gun, was obliged to 
subsist on roots and herbs. 
The doctor 
was on horseback and after wandering 
aimlessly about the pathless forests for 
four or five days got into a large swamp, 
where the horse stepped into a quag­ 
mire, from which his owner was unable 
to extricate him, and the animal had 
to be abandoned, imbedded as be \va9 
almost to his belly in the soft and boggy 
bed. 
The doctor removed the saddle 
bags containing his supply of medicine, 
etc., threw them over his shoulders and 
started off. 
“ Several hours after the doctor got 
out of the swamp where he had aban­ 
doned his horse he was horrified to see 
th at he was being followed by a band 
of five or six wolves. A t first they kept 
at a respectful distance when stones 
were throw n at them , but finally, as if 
they appreciated the helpless condition 
of th eir intended victim , and as dark­ 
ness came on, the hungry, bloodthirsty 
band became bolder and bolder. 
They 
circled around the terrified and jaded 
man and, closing in, started to attack 
him on all sides. One m ore vicious and 
im pulsive than the others m ade a spring 
at the doctor’s throat, but a w ell direct­ 
ed blow from a club tem porarily dis­ 
abled the anim al and caused his raven­ 
ous companions to discontinue at th at 
tim e th eir prem editated and combined 
attack. 
“ T h e doctor, by this th rillin g episode 
and the frightened condition of the 
wolves, succeeded in going perhaps a 
m ile unmolested when, to his great 
horror, be found the whole pack, led by 
the vicious brute he believed he had 
m aim ed w ith his d a b , hot on his trail. 
The stunning blow adm inistered to the 
leader of the how ling band seemed to 
have only intensified the brute’s cour­ 
age and th irst for blood. 
The man, 
weakened by long exposure and loss of 
food, realized th at he would soon be tom 
to pieces if be did not adopt some new 
means of defense. 
“ Fortunately, as the anim als began 
closing around bim for another on­ 
slaught, be reached a high rock and 
m ounted on its top, w here a giant tree 
served to protect him from falling back­ 
ward. He reached this eminence in tim e 
to provide him self w ith some stones and 
two or three good clubs before his pur­ 
suers started to attack him . 
He stood 
back to the tree, and as the anim als a t­ 
tem pted to come up he drove them back 
w ith his prim itive weapons. 
A large 
stone hurled w ith great force and ac­ 
curacy broke the head of one of the as­ 
sailants, and this gave the doctor a 
breathing spell. 
“ The man, however, realized that he 
m ust soon q u it his refuge, and, rem em ­ 
bering th at be had in his saddlebags a 
large bottle full of amm onia, he deter­ 
m ined to employ it as a final resort to 
save his life. 
He quickly removed one 
of his green baize leggings, tied it se­ 
curely to a 6tick, and after saturating 
the legging w ith am m onia he boldly 
started down the rocky promontory to­ 
w ard the wolves. The cunning animals, 
apparently aware th at he could bo more 
easily overpowered on level ground, 
separated, slunk off aud perm itted him 
to proceed several hundred yards before 
they renewed the pursuit. They did not, 
however, allow m ach tim e to elapse be­ 
fore they took the trail of the man who 
had thus far so successfully baffled their 
powers. 
“ The doctor stood still and waited 
u n til one of the brutes rushed w ithin 
an arm ’s length, when be struck him 
in the face w ith the cloth saturated 
w ith ammonia. 
This reception was a 
most novel aud unique one for the wolf, 
who ran off how ling w ith pain. 
Twt 
more of the band were slapped acrose 
the m ouths w ith the saturated baize, 
aud they also left. After this experieuci 
the wolves followed the doctor till day­ 
light next morning, when they gave up 
the chase, which they had continued for 
48 hours aud which unquestionably 
would have resulted in a most horrible 
death if it had not been for the contents 
of the am m onia bottle. 
“ Dr. Thornton succeeded in finding a 
shanty occupied by the men construct­ 
ing the Catawissa railroad, where he 
was carefully cared for, 
aud iii the 
course of four or five days was taken to 
his home, where he was ill for fully a 
month. ’’—Philadelphia Record.

Is Encouraging.

The condition of the crockery trade 
becomes more gratifying almost every 
(Tty. and the report for this week is par- 
ticnlarly gratifying. 
A trade paper 
says: 
‘•The complaints about dull business 
generally are decreasing. 
While some 
weeks ago American potters had cause 
to complain about the falling off of 
trade, there is now no firm making sal­ 
able goods that has any cause to com­ 
plain 
For a few weeks in May trade 
lagged but there has been a steady and 
very general revival of business since 
and at no time during recent years have 
American potteries been busier than at 
present, nor has there ever been more 
substantial reason for taking a hopeful 
view of the future than at present. 
Foreign makers are bitterly complain­ 
ing about the falling off of the Ameri­ 
can trade, and every dollar of cur­ 
tailed imports means more 
activity, 
more constant employment of labor, 
larger output and increased business for 
American potteries. 
Dinner ware is in 
good demand, especially in decorated

The precess by which nature forms 
such accumulations of silver is very 
interesting. 
It must be remembered that the 
earth’s crust is full of water, which 
percolates 
everywhere 
through 
the 
rocks, making solutions of elements ob­ 
tained from them. These chemical solu­ 
tions take up small particles of the pre­ 
cious metal which they find scattered 
here and there. 
Sometimes the solutions in question 
are hot, the water having got so far 
down as to bo set boiling by the inter­ 
nal heat of the glebe. Then they rush 
upward, picking up the bits of metal 
as they go. Naturally heat assists the 
performance of this operation. 
Now 
and then the streams thus formed, per­ 
petually flowing hither and thither be­ 
low ground, pass through the cracks or 
cavities in the rocks, where they depos­ 
it their loads of silver. 
This is kept up for a great length of 
time, perhaps thousands of years, until 
the fissures of the pocket are filled up. 
Crannies permeating the stony mass in 
every direction may become filled with 
the metal, or occasionally a chamber 
may bo stored full of it, as if a myriad 
hands were fetching the treasure from 
all sides and hiding away a future bo­ 
nanza for some lucky prospector to dis­ 
cover. —Pearson ’ s Weekly.

C o lu m b u s, June 18.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Frank S. Monnett has secured from 
the Standard Oil company a list t f the 
concerns that went in on the great oil 
combine and the amount of capital 
stock that each carried. 
A short time 
ago he filed a suit in the supreme court 
here to oust them from business in the 
state on the ground that they were a 
trust aud were operating in violation of 
the laws of the state. 
The suit was an­ 
swered in the usual way, and in reply 
to that he filed some interrogatories, 
which the company was ordered to an ­ 
swer. The alleged trust has been in op­ 
eration since 1892. 
One of tne inquiries made by the at­ 
torney geueral was with regard to the 
number of stockholders and the shares 
they hold in the stock.

The suit was an­ 
swered iii the usual way, and iii reply 
to that he tiled some interrogatories, 
which the company was ordered to an­ 
swer. 
The alleged trust has been iii op­ 
eration since 1892. 
One of tne inquiries made by tho at­ 
torney general was with regard to the 
number of stockholders and the shares 
they hold in the stock. 
It is said tho 
shares are worth something over $300 
apiece, and there are in all 17,795 
shares. 
This does not include, how­ 
ever, the fractional shares of stock that 
are held iii great numbers in different 
parts of the east. 
According to the re­ 
port of John D. Rockefeller the stock­ 
holders and their holdings are:

Makes Encouraging Report on 


Condition of Troops. 


PORTO

STANISH DEFENSES STRENGTHENED 


cf|,r G arrison* A lso R ein fo r ce d —I t Is B e­ 
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W a s h in g t o n , June 18.— The return 
of General Miles to Washington, from 
Tampa, had an inspiring effect upon 
the war preparations yesterday. 
The 
general had a busy day calling upon 
Secretary Alger, consulting the chiefs 
of the staff departments and giving the 
department the barefit of his observa­ 
tions at Tampa. 
Secretary Alger said 
that he was entirely satisfied with the 
condition of the troops, as reported by 
General Miles, and wished that he had 
the means to provide everyone of the 
volunteer soldiers a daily surf bath, 
such as w a s enjoyed by the men at 
Tampa. 
General Miles is yet to have 
a conference with the president. In the 
meantime the plans are moving forward 
steadily for sending further expeditions 
both to Porto Rico and Cuba. 
There is 
little likelihood that a second expedition 
oi 5,(XX) men 
to 
reinforce General 
Shafter at Santiago will leave within 
the next few days, as has been reported. 
The necessity of sending these addi­ 
tional forces is questioned by high mili­ 
tary officials, and moreover the means 
of transporting such a force are not 
available. 
The main consideration just 
at present is the equipment of the ex­ 
pedition of greater dimensions than any 
heretofore discussed with Porto Rico as 
the objective point. 
A month ago the military authorities 
were satisfied that 9 small force would 
be sufficient to occupy Porto Rico, as 
the Spanish force there did not exceed 
5,000 or 0,000 men. 
Now, however, the 
Spanish garrisons have been so rein­ 
forced aud the defenses strengthened 
that it is believed a much larger inva­ 
sion army will be required. 
Moreover, 
the officials w ere satisfied on learning 
yesterday that the Cadiz fleet had sailed 
that the ships w ould go to Porto Rico 
rather than to Cuba, if they crossed tc 
this side. 
It was pointed out that this 
move would ;be the natural strategic 
oue for tile Spanish commanders to 
take, as there was still something left 
for them to save in Porto Rico. 
General Miles would speak only in 
the most general wray as to the prospec­ 
tive army movements. 
When asked as 
to the recent reports that large bodies 
of troops were about to be concentrated 
at Florida points with a view'to starting 
further armies of invasion to Cuba, 
Porto Rico and elsewhere he said: 
“The military campaign is proceed­ 
ing steadily toward its complete execu­ 
tion. 
The sending of one expedition or 
another is but a detail, a single part, of 
a general plan of campaign. 
Of course, 
it is more or less right to say that troops 
art- about to be forwarded, and that ex­ 
peditious w ill be equipped aud sent. 
That almost goes without saying, for 
when we entered upon war, an aggres­ 
sive cam (taiga formulated aud approved, 
which contemplated the sending of ex­ 
peditions and their cooperation toward 
the successful prosecution of the war. 
Just when these expeditious will move, 
aud how many men will accompany 
them, it is not desirable to say now, but 
it is enough to state that the campaign 
now entered upou is to bi? prosecuted 
with the utmost vigor until the end of 
the war.’* 
General Miles further said iu part: 
“ Having spent some time with the 
tromps, during a trying period of hur­ 
ried preparation, I am glad to say that 
they are a splendid body of men, which 
me country may well be proud of. 
As 
to the regulars, they are the finest cordis 
in the world, without any exception, in 
physical 
development, efficiency, ex­ 
perience, 
discipline, 
marksmanship, 
equipment and all that goes to make nu 
first-class soldiers. 
Of course the vol­ 
unteer army is not as well equipped. 
£ome of the states sent men into the 
field in very good condition, notably 
Massachusetts aud New York. 
Others 
•tat their quotas without arms, equip­ 
ment or clothing. 
They were not sol­ 
ders at all, only employed men. 
It 
takes time to make soldiers of this ma­ 
terial. 
“There must be uniforms, arms, am­ 
munition, equipment, camp equipage, 
Outage, transportation aud hospital sup­ 
plies.

“In my communication to him I 
asked him to move as large a force as 
possible to the vicinity of the harbor of 
Santiago de Cuba, and to co-operate 
w'lth our army and navy on their ar­ 
rival, which I hoped w’ould be within a 
few days. 
He was to drive in aud har­ 
ass any Spanish troops near Santiago de 
Cuba, threatening aud attacking them 
them at all points aud preventing any 
reinforcements 
from reaching 
that 
point. 
Pending the arrival af 
our 
troops, he was to seize any posit itll east 
or west of Santiago de Cuba, or both, 
which could be used to advantage by 
lur artillery. 
“He replied that he would regard my 
wishes aud suggestions as orders, aud 
would immediately adopt measures to 
concentrate his forces as indicated. 
“ All his subordinates are ordered to 
assist in the disembarkation of the 
United States troops, aud to place them­ 
selves under orders. 
General Garcia 
said he believed it possible for the artil­ 
lery positions to be taken as I had sug­ 
gested. 
He sent a force at once to pre­ 
vent aid and reinforcements going to 
Santiago de Cuba. 
The energy of his 
course is shown by the reports of the 
last few days, for I see that General

of all the Burlington lines, has boon in 
stalled as instructor, and he has a class 
of the boys every day. No clerk w ill be 
allowed to handle the contrivance until 
he has taken his degree in Chief Clerk 
Coates’ school. 
By the new method a sack or a num­ 
ber of sacks are exchanged at exactly 
the same instant, no matter at what 
speed the train is running. 
The sacks 
from the car are caught by a hook at­ 
tached to a crane erected near the sta­ 
tion. On this crane the mail to be taken 
on the train has been suspended, and as 
the train whizzes past a hook on the 
side of the car seizes the oncoming grist 
and the crane hook takes off the outgo­ 
ing sacks. 
The action is so quick that 
it is impossible for a person standing 
near the track to tell which sack is 
taken first. 
Heretofore the train mail catcher has 
taken a sack from the crane only. 
The 
ongoing sack simply is fired off on the 
right of way. 
The m ail sack—called a 
catcher pouch—has beeu taken by the 
center of the sack, which has been 
found to be very injurious to the sacks. 
By the new method two large iron rings 
are used. These rings are an inch thick, 
15 inches in diameter and weigh eight 
pounds each. 
To one of these rings, 
which is provided with a stout manilla 
rope permanently fastened at one end 
to the ring, the other end equipped with 
a sister hook, the sack or sacks are 
roped. 
Another ring with sacks attached 
hangs on the crane. When this is reach­ 
ed, the exchange is made, the hooks or 
catchers taking hold of the rings. 
The 
man in the car keeps watch and swings 


I the car catcher outward, after the old 
fashion. 
The hook on the crane is at­ 
tached to an arm which swings in a 
collar urouud the crane stock. 
As it 
takes the ring it swings around aud is 
butled by a chain holding a heavy 
weight. 
The sack is not released and 
does not touch the ground. 
It holds to 
the sack until the mail messenger comes 
along and carries it to th* postoffice. 
The clerk in the car swings the mail 
which he has taken into the car with a 
slight twist of the wrist. The machine 
contemplates an exchange in each ac­ 
tion. 
If a clerk bas no sack to deliver, 
he must hang a ring on the car hook in 
case there is mail to be taken on. 
And 
if, on the other hand, the postmaster 
has no dispatch, but awaits 
must deliver a ring to the messenger, 
who hangs it on the crane. 
The new machine has been adopted 
by the postal department only after two 
years of experimenting. It is the result 
of a determination to avoid the damage 
and danger iu throwing sacks to the 
ground. Mails were repeatedly cut into 
indistinguishable masses and on several 
occasions a whole train was derailed 
from causes incident to mail delivery. 
A tie sack of papers rolling under the 
wheels w ill derail the car eight times 
out of ten. 
Only recently a sack of 
heavy nm*I was thrown against a switch 
stunt!, whioh, being frosted, snapped 
off. 
The rails were released in conse­ 
quence, and the whole train was thrown 


o f f . 
The Burlington, Chicago aud Alton, 
Northwestern, Milwaukee aud Pennsyl­ 
vania roads uro equipping their lines 
with the new devioe. 
A machine costs 
ubout $15. 
The expense incurred is 
heavy, owing to the fact that there are 
so many stations at whioh the fast mails 
do not stop, and cranes must be erected 
every few miles. 
The inventor olaims 
to have made all kinds of experiments 
with the catcher. 
At one time, while 
out on the line with a party of railroad 
aud government officials, he crowded a 
big tom oat into a catcher sack and 
hung it on the book. The engineer was 
given the tip and opened the throttle. 
The ring was suatched off with a ter­ 
rific clang aud Tom was thrown against 
the buffer chain as if fired from a cata­ 
pult. Tom, however, had the nine lives 
of his kind. Badly scared, he threaten­ 
ed to claw his way out, but was hung 
up for another bout with the machine. 
He was taken aboard with a jerk that 
would kill any other animal, but when 
released he showed no sign of bodily in­ 
jury aud scampered away in a manner 
which indicated he was worth a dozen 
head felines. The machine w ill take and 
deliver from 80 to IOO pounds of mail 
matter, which seems to meet all the re­ 
quirements of the average catcher sta­ 
tion.—Chicago Post.

They are all 
gone— all gone I” Temporarily shatter­ 
ed in mind and body, he was obliged to 
resign from the service He was long in 
recovering, but finally it was possible 
practically to reward his bravery with 
the appointment to his present position.

In a paper read by Major Henry S. 
Kilbourne, surgeon United States army, 
before the Association of Military Sur­ 
geons of the United States, he advocated 
the theory that the physical power of a 
race or people—aud consequently their 
capacity for work— is measured by their 
average stature. 
For every inch of 
height between five and six feet the ex­ 
treme breathing capacity is increased 
eight cubic inches, the vital capacity 
being at its maximum at 85 years. 
A 
table of measurements of 190,621 native 
white Americans, accepted for the m ili­ 
tary service of the United States, shows 
that the number of men below 68 inches 
in height is but little greater than that 
of the class above 73 iuches. 
The most 
numerous class is included between 67 
aud 69 inches, aud this standard class 
would have a greater chest girth than 
the average. 
The mean height of 125 
United States naval cadets above the 
age of 28 years was 67.80 inches. 
As 
these men are drawn from all parts and 
a mail, he | clashes of the United States they repre­ 
sent very nearly the typical physical 
development of the American people of 
25 years of age. 
Major Kilbourne conoludes that the 
commingling strains of Celtic, Danish, 
Norwegian and German blood among 
our people have thus far worked no de­ 
terioration of physical quality. “ Not so 
with the 
swarthy, low browed and 
stunted people now swarming to our 
shores. 
Absorbed into the body of the 
people, these multitudes must irretriev­ 
ably evolve an inferiority of type. 
To 
realize the result of such a contingency 
let it be considered that the loss of un 
inch in stature might bring in its tvain 
tile loss of national ascendency. Let us 
take care, then, that the state shall 
suffer no injury. “— Boston Transcript

Nothing is more desirable in this life 
than true friends, those who w ill com­ 
fort us in the hour of trouble, assist us 
in the hour of need, stand'by us in the 
bour of trial, look charitably upju our 
weaknesses and frailties and appreciate 
that which is best aud truest 
us. 
Some characteristics of true friend­ 
ship are suggested by the topical refer­ 
ences. 
1. True friendship is born of true 
friendliness. “ A man that hath friends 
must show himself friendly” (Prow 
xviii, 24). 
Love begets love, kindness 
begets kindness and friendship begets 
friendship. 
It is impossible to have 
friends aud not be friendly. 
If we feel 
lonely sometimes and the need of fel­ 
lowship and association with others and 
have it not and wonder why others have 
such a host of friends, let us examine 
our own lives and see if we have not 
been unfriendly ourselves. . 
2. True friendship manifests itself 
in the hour of need. “ A friend iii need 
is a friend indeed. ” “ There is a friend 
that sticketh closer than a brother, ” 
says the wise man. 
We apply these 
words to Christ. Solomon did not. 
He 
had learned from experience perhaps, or 
from observation, that men bad some­ 
times found friends who were more con­ 
stant aud more faithful than brothers. 
This is a common human experience. In 
the darkest hours of life, in the hours 
of greatest need, friends not bound to 
us by the ties of blood are often more 
faithful to us than those who are. 
The

His friendship is 
intelligent, disinterested aud constant. 
Can we do without it? To have it we 
must be His friends, and to be His 
friends we must obey Him. “ Ye are My 
friends if ye do whatsoever I com ­ 
mand you. ” W ill you do it?

Hid Horse and For F o r ty -e ig h t Hours 


C arried on rn C ontest W ith H is L i f e as 


th e Stake. 


The following is a true wolf story 
written from data furnished by Dr. 
Thornton of Lewisburg, Pa., whose fa­ 
ther figures as the hero: 
“ About tile year 1845 wolves were 
abundant in Tomiiickou valley, between 
Catawissa and Hazleton. 
When tin1 
Catawissa railroad, a p£tt of the Phi 1- 
adf lpbia and Heading, was being built 
Dr. Thomas A. IL Thornton, a practic­ 
ing physician, one cold autumn night 
was called out of bed to visit a patient 
about 30 miles from his home. A t that 
time there were no regular roads as we 
now have. 
In their place tile traveler 
used narrow paths or trails. Dr. Thorn 
ton in his anxiety to reach the bedside ; 
cf the sufferer attempted to make a 
short cut. 
He lost his way aud for a 
week wandered through the wilderness 
and, having no gun, was obliged tc 
subsist on roots and herbs. 
The doctor 
was on horseback and after wandering 
aimlessly about the pathless forests for 
four or five days got into a large swamp, 
w’here the horse stepped into a quag­ 
mire, from which his owner was unable 
to extricate him, aud the anim al had : 
to be abandoned, imbedded as be was 
almost to his belly in the soft and boggy 
bed. 
The doctor removed the saddle 
bags containing his supply of medicine, 
etc., threw them over his shoulders and 
started off. 
“ Several hours after the doctor got 
out of the swamp where he had aban­ 
doned his horse he was horrified to see 
that he was being followed by a band 
of five or six wolves. At first they kept 
at a respectful distance when stones 
were thrown at them, but finally, as if 
they appreciated the helpless condition 
of their intended victim, and as dark- j 
ness came on, the hungry, bloodthirsty 
band became bolder and bolder. 
They 
circled around the terrified and jaded 
man and, closing in, started to attack 
him on all sides. One more vicious and 
impulsive than the others made a spring 
at the doctor’s throat, but a well direct­ 
ed blow from a club temporarily dis­ 
abled tho animal aud caused his raven­ 
ous companions to discontinue at that 
time their premeditated and combined 
attack. 
“ Thedoctor, by this thrilling episode 
and the frightened condition of the 
wolves, succeeded iu going perhaps a 
mile unmolested whe J, to his great 
horror, he found the whole pack, led by 
the vicious brute he believed he had 
maimed with his club, hot on his trail. 
The stunning blow administered to the 
leader of the howling band seemed to 
have only intensified the brute’s cour­ 
age and thirst for blood. 
The man, 
weakened by long exposure and loss of 
food realized that he would soon be torn 
to pieces if he did not adopt some new 
means of defense. 
“ Fortunately, as the animals began 
closing around him for another on­ 
slaught, be reached a high rock aud 
mounted on its top, where a giant tree 
served to protect him from falling back­ 
ward. He reached this eminence in time 
to provide him self with some stones and 
two or three good clubs before his pur­ 
suers started to attack him. 
He stood 
back to the tree, aud as the animals at­ 
tempted to come up he drove them back 
with his prim itive weapons. 
A large 
stone hurled w ith great force aud ac 
curacy broke the head of one of the as­ 
sailants, aud this gave the doctor a 
breathing spell. 
“ The man, however, realized that he 
must soon quit his refuge, and, remem 
bering that he had in his saddlebags a 
large bottle full of ammonia, be deter­ 
mined to employ it as a final resort In 
save his life. 
I e quickly reinoveil one 
of his green baize leggings, tied it so 
cureJy to a stick, and utter saturating 
the legging with ammonia he boldly 
started down the rocky promontory to­ 
ward the wolves. The cunning animals, 
apparently aware that be could be more 
easily overpowered on level ground, 
separated, slunk off and permitted him 
lo proceed several hundred yards before 
they renewed the pursuit. They did not, 
however, allow much time to elapse be­ 
fore they took the trail of the man who 
had thus far so successfully baffled their 
powers. 
“ The doctor stood still and waited 
until one of the brutes rushed within 
an arm ’s length, when he struck him 
in the face with the cloth saturated 
w ith ammonia. 
This reception was a 
mo-it novel aud unique one for the wo’f, 
who ran off I owliug with {Min. 
Twt 
more of the *. aud were slapp* d across 
the mouths wit 
the sat orate I baize, 
aud they also left, After tins csti*-*ieuci 
the wolves followed the doctor til* day­ 
light next morning, when they gave op 
the chuse, which they bud continued for 
48 hours aud which unquestionably 
would have resulted in a most horrible 
death if it had not been for the contents 
of the ammonia bottle. 
“ Dr. Thornton succeeded in finding a 
shanty occupied by the men construct­ 
ing the Catawissa railroad, where he 
was carefully cared for, 
aud in the 
course of four or five days was taken to 
his home, where he was ill for fully a 
month. “ —Philadelphia Kecord.
